Important Disclosures in the 
Senate Sugar Scandal. 


Gorman Responsible for Concessiors 
Made to the Trust.

QUAY BOLDLY ADMITS HE SPECULATED 
IN THE STOCK. 


A Round-Up of a With Very 
Profitable Resulte—Ransom’s Amus- 
ing Story of His one Little Dips in 
the Merket— Senator Smith Bothered 
by Questions of the Investigators. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 16.— The round- 
up“ of Senators resulted in bringing out to 
Gay more senatorial disclosures touching the 
sugar scandal. Senator Quay of Pennsyli- 
vania boldly acknowledged ‘‘occasional 
operations’’ in Sugar during the whole of 
the present Congress and Senator Ransom 
of North Carolina told a story of his son's 
petty speculations that amused even Gray 
and his colleagues, but the most 
important testimony was that given 
by Senator ‘Vest of Missouri. He cleared 
up the mystery connected with the ad 
valorem sugar schadule and the Senators 
who tosisted upon this concession to the 
Sugar Trust by revealing some of the ha p- 
penings in the Finance Committee room. 
Senator Vest charged Senator Gorman of 
Maryland with leading the fight for the ad 
valorem schedule, and stated frankly that 
the Louisiana Senators protested against the 
change fromaspecific duty. Senator Vest 
told how the Finance Committee was 
**held up““ n its rooms by the *‘concession- 
ists“ and how concessions had to be granted. 
Senator Gorman advocated an ad valorem 
schedule of 40 per cent and one-quarter of a 
cent, but Senator Vest denied that the con- 
servatives’’ who attacked the committee in 
this highway fashion were unable to agree. 
He stated to them that if they would get out 
the committee might agree upon something. 
Senator Gorman called the Democratic cau- 
cuses before the bunco game was attempted 
and the new Senators who followed him into 


the committee room to add to the force of 
Ss attack were, according to Senator Vest, 
nators Brice, Carey, n 49%: Smith 
a possibly one or two others. 

' FIXED UPON GORMAK. 

Senator Vest has been before the committee 
twice before this, but this meeting Has. deen 
nut vaguely referred to. The manner in 
which responsibility for this concession 
to the refining interests has been 
Godged by  Sesators who took part 
in this ‘*stand-and-deliver’’ game and the 
barsh criticism that has been showered on 
the Democratic members of the Finance 
Committee probally induced Senator Vest to 
relate the whole history of the ad valorem 
sugar schedule, Every Democratic Senator 
who has appeared asa witness has failed to 
reveal who the Senator or Senators were 
who insisted on this change in the sole in- 
terest of the trust, but Senator Vest’s direct 
and explicit statement fixes the chief re- 
sponsibility for that surrender to the trast 
on Senator Gorman of Maryland. Coupled 
with Senator Brice’s deciaration that had no 
concession of this character been granted 
the tariff bill could not have been passed, 
Senator Vest’s statement is pretty signifi- 
cant. Would the tariff bill have been beaten 
in the Senate had the trust lobby not been 
successful? 

Senator Vest has put himself on record as 
favoring free sugar, raw and refined, and 
places the blame for the compromise where 
he believes it should, in justice to the com- 
mittee, be placed. 

MADE A CLEAN BREAST OF IT. 
Senator Quay was caught in the *‘round- 
p, and he boldly admitted that stock 

speculation’’ had been for years a favorite 
side issue with him. He had speculated in 
sugar for twenty months back, as sugar was 
a pet stock with him, and he 
declared unblushingly (but Quay could 
not be made to Dlush), that 
he proposed to speculate in tu; 
ture as much as he saw (fit. He 
thought it nobody’s business whether he 


bought and sold stocks. He admitted that 
he held sugar stock up tothe day when the 
sugar schedule was voted on when ne dis- 
ed of his holdings DecAuse he did not in- 
A to carry any stock which might be 
affected by his vote. 

That itshould have occurred to Mr. Quay 
that there was ever any impropriety in hold- 
ing Sugar stock on the day he cast his vote 
seems remarkabie in view of the brazen 
manner in which he flaunted his specula- 
tions. It has been Known for some time, and 
it has been repeatedly charged in the news- 
papers that Senator Quay was dabbling in 
Sugar, but no one imagined that he 
would make a Clean breast of it. 
Bat Quay’s example is not likely to be 
followed. Senator McPherson blamed his 
unfortunate dip into speculation on the care- 
less butler, but Senator Quay thought no 
explanation necessary. Senator Ransom of 
North Carolina told an amusing story of his 
bad boys experience in a ‘‘bucket shop,’’ 
how he Invested $10 on two different occa- 
sions and had lost once. The Senator knew 
posning of his son’s =e — a 
few ays ago when 8 
correspondent rought the. tact 8 
notice.

The remainder of the schedule was adopted 
as reported by the committee. The Senate 
then took up the schedule relating to silks 
and silk goods and adopted that, with the 
exception of paragraphs 298 and 299. The 
former provides for silks partially manu- 
factured and the latter for velvets. These 
Were passed over until Monday at the re- 
quest of Mr. Aldrich.

The woolen manufacturers 
brought a great. deal of influence to bear on 
Senators of both sides af the chamber, and

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LITTLE a CCOMPLISHED. 


Very Few Bills Introduced and Laws En- 
acted by ths Present Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., June 16.—There* never 
has been a smaller number of bills intro- 
dues q and laws enacted than has been done 
oy the present Congress. Up to to- day but 
eighty-fve public measures have been en- 
acted into law and the private laws are lim- 
ited to the unprecedented number of 
eighteen. The whole number of bills intro- 


duced in the House up to Gate is 7,453, which 
is far below the average. — these. 1,086 have 
been reported, wich far below the 
usual number at this date. rhe falling off of 
bills, reports, etc., nas been so great that 
it has been ene or thes in causes for recent 
wholesale reduction @fforce in the Govern- 
ment ’rinting Office. it is said that the 
former Public Printer, Mr. Palmer, estab- 
lished his force with theexpectation that the 
amount of work to be gone by this Congress 
would keep pace with that of former Con- 
gresses, and that tülz in part accounts for 
the large surplos of help Public Printer Bene- 
dict found when he recently assumed churae. 

The large falling ot ia general legislation 
is attributed tothe centering of interest in 
the tariff and to the@epleted condition of the 
Treasury. Senators and members have known 
that it was useless to press Dils for public 
bulldings and other ap fiations in view 
of the stringency at the Treasury, and they 
have refrained from introduciag or urglog 
private measures. 

At present there are 425. private bills on the 
House calendar awaitinga hearing, which 
is in marked contrast with the elghteen pri- 
vate measures which have become lass. 
Owing to delays and objections of various 
kinds only two private pension bills have got 
through the lieuse and became laws. Asa 
rule the private pension acts areso numer- 
ous that the total of private dills is very 
large. 

The House calendar up to date is clear of 
all appropriations Dills,except the deficiency 
and the Indian, the latter being about to 
pass. There are, however, 130 important 
general bilis awaiting a hearing and elghty- 
five bills ofa xeneral character not carrying 
an appropriation. 

Of the more important measures languish - 
ing on the House calendar are those to ad- 
mit New Mexico and Oxiahoma to Statehood, 
to send a Copressional commission to ex- 
amine the Nicaragua Canal route, to finally 
adjudicate swamp land grants, to permit 
pensions to non-residents, to establish con- 
sular inspectiou oF immigrants, to investi- 

ate the wages of women and children, to 
construct canals from Lake Superior to the 
Mississippi River and from Lake Erie to the 
Ohio River, to prohibit dealings in Options « 

to promote the efficiency of the nuval militia 
to establish a uniform banking system and 
to ald the Southern Cotton Exposition, 

Quite a number of these Dills will wet a 
nearing, Dut the number to be interrupted by 
adjournment will be exceptionally large.

The mother purchased the 
property and had the title placed in her own

rson or association. She asserts 
that thearchbishop excommunicated her in 
October, 1891, for not Geeding him the prop- 
erty. Attorneys, who are experts in titles, 
say that she cannot be dispossessed.

LAW AND WAR. 


The Peculiar Career of the Late Lament- 
ed Jude Kelley. 


New ORLEANS, La., June 16.— Judge Henry 
B, Kelley of the Court of Appeals, died this 
morning at his home in this city. 

His history was an eventful one and few 
men have held higher place in the regard of 
the people than did the venerable jurist. He 
was born in 1823, in Huntsville, the son of 
Judge William Kelley, Senator from Ala- 


Young Kelley was educated 
University of st. Louls and 
then graduated in law in Loulsiana, but 
abandoned his practice to accept a commis- 
sion forthe Mexican war. When the troops 
returned Judge Kelley again devoted himself 
to the profession, but once more abandoned 
it when in 1855 President Pierce commis- 
sioned himds First Lieutenant in the 10th 
United States Infantry. When the rebellion 
broke out Lieut. Kelley resigned and was 
commissioned Colonel of the 8th Loulstana 
regiment, of which Chief Justice Nicholls 
was the Lieutenant Commander. He served 
until the close of the war, when he resumed 
the practice of law in New Orleans. He was 
serving his second term as one of the judges 
of the Court of Appeais when he died,

The Prisoner’ * Strange History—Is 
She Insane or ‘Shamming? 


MonTICELLO, N. X., Jane 16.—0n Monday 
Mrs. Lizzie Halliday, who Killed her hus-. 
bandand two women, last September, and 
buried their bodies under the barn on the 
Uttie mountain farm where she and her 
husband lived, will be placed on trial for the 


crime. 
At the time of their commission the news- 


papers of the country teemed with accounts 
of the atrocious murders. Statements made 
by Mrs. Halliaay since her arrest led to the 
belief that these three persons with whose 
murder she is now charged—Paul Halliday, 
Mrs. Margaret McQuinian and her daughter 
Sarah—are not the only human Delngs whose 


lives she has taken. 

Old Paul Halliday came to Middletown in 
Sullivan County thirty years ago. His 
daughters married mechanics in Providence, 
where he had once lived, and two of his sons 
also married and left home. A third son was 
an idiot. Halliday’s wife died eight years 
ago and then the old farmer neglected busi- 
ness and spent most of his time and all of his 
money at the taverns in the nearest town. The 


old man married again about five years age. 
His new wife was always heartily disliked. 
He had engaged her as a servant at an in- 
—— office in Newburg, and it was said 
Nl Ory Dey. After living with him for 
‘some ime the two drove over to Middletown 
one day aud were married by the 
Rev. B. H. Birch, then the Metho- 
dist clergyman in this place. The second 
Mrs. Halliday eer. soon developed an ex- 
ceedingly erratic disposition. Her bearing 
toward her neighbors was such that she was 
‘studiously avoided. Her frst starting ex- 
ploit was three years ago, while her husband 
was in \iddletown Gelivering charcoal. The 
old mill in which they lived burned down. 
Mrs. Halliday ran to the neighdors with the 
announcement, but it was then too late. The 
idiot son had been burned to death. The en- 
tire neighborhood wes convinced that the 
woman fired the house with the intention of 
getting rid of the boy, whom she was known 
to hate. She Was arrested, but nothing could 
be proved against her and she was dis- 


charged. 

In the early rt of last September the 
neigtibors missed old Paul Halliday from his 
ferm and accustomed haunts. Their sus- 
picions were aroused. A son who lived in 
the community became convinced that his 
stepmother had murdered the old man. 

Finally a search ofthe premises was made, 
against the protests of Mrs. Halliday, when 
the horrible doubie murder was revealed. 
Under the floor ofthe barn were found the 
dead bodies of two women. One body had six 
bullet holes init and the other five. They 
were wrapped in old clothing and the hands 
and feet were tied with rope. 

Iwo days afterward the body of old Paul 
Halliday was found hidden under the floor 
of the kitchen of his house. 

For some time the identity of the two 
women who had been murdered was not dis- 
closed. But investigation developed 
that they were Mrs. Margaret Me- 
Quinlan and her daughter, Sarah. It 
came out that Mrs. Halliday, before she had 
married the ola farmer, had Known the Me- 
Quillans,who livedat Newburg. Why she de- 
termined to kill them as well her husband is 
not known. Buta few days prior to the 
time Halliday’s disappearance was noticed 
‘ire. Halliday went to Newburg, and 
upon the pretense that she needed 
help on the farm induced Airs. 
McQuinian and her daughter to accompany 
her back home, They arrived in the 8 
ing, and that night Mrs. Halliday, as 
seems from all the facts known, killed ens 
three and hid their bodies as described. 

Since her preliminary examination last Oc- 
tober Mrs. Halliday has occupleda cell in 
the Monticello jall. Ine defense will of 
course be insanity, for there seems to bo no 
motive for the hideous crimes. Mrs, Hall. 
day has had a strange career aside from the 
events of this tragedy. She was at one time 
in an insane asyium, and bas been married 
six times. It has Deen necessary to keep her 
chained to a staple in the floor of ber cell 
on account of repeated attempts to injure 
herself. She has needed from the frst mo- 
mont of her arrest until a short time ago 
that constant care and attention which can 
only be sultably provided in an in- 
sane asylum. For a iong time it was 
necessary to administer food to her 
by means of medical appliances. 
Mrs. Halliday made two separate aitempts 
at suicide inher cell. These acts consisted 
in cutting ber throat at one time, and at an- 
other time in endeavoring to strangle der- 
self with a cord improvised from pieces of 
her dress. 

In spite of all this those who have been 
most ciscely associated with the prisoner 
have a strong opinion that she is not insane, 
but that her acts were those of an unusually 
cunning and erafty woman.

GEN. JOHN ELLIS DEAD. 


The Oldest Native-Borm Missourian Ed- 
ucated Im St. Louis. 


DENVER, Colo., June 16.—Gen. John Ellis 
or Columbia, Mo., died here to-day atthe 
residence of his daughter, Mrs. Thomas M. 
Field. Gen. Ellis was 89 years old and was 
the oldest native-born Missourian living. He 
was here ona visit. His first trip across the 
plains was in 1871. 

Gen. Ellie was ofa family of pioneers, hig 
father coming from Virginia in 1797 to St. 
Louis, then a little French settlement in 
St. Louis Couty, a part of the then Territory 
of Louisiana. Gen. Ellis was born in Fiori- 


—— „Mo., in 1805 and his early days were in 

mpanionship with the pioneers, of whom 
Dan i Boone was one of the most noted. He 
was the eldest of ten children. In 1831 he 
married Catherine Doyle, the daughter of 
David Doyle, a Baptist minister, one of the 
many hardy preachers who carried a whe 
into their puipits of a Sunday. 

Gen. Ellis obtained his military title from 
his connection with the State militia, of 
which he was at one time Major-Generai,. He 
commanded a company in the Seminole 
War in Florida in 1887. 38, and was Colonel of 
aregimentin the Mormonwar. In 1846 de 
raised a company forthe Mexican war, but 
resigned on account of thedeath of his wife, 
which occurred in Augustof thatyear. He 
served as Justice of the Peace for thirty years 
and was made one oF the curatorsofr the 
Missouri University, taking a prominent 
part in the laying of tme corner-stone of the 
institution.

VIGILANT V8, 


British Yachtsmen Eeenly Interested in 
the Coming Raee. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH. 
Lonpox, June 7.—The impending visit of 
the Vigilant has aroused immense activity in 
British yachting centers this season. In 
ordinary years and under ordinary condl- 
tions the interest in yacht racing is confined 
toa very narrow circle. But the forthcom- 
ing international contests have excited much 
patriotic fervor, though still the ordinary 
landlubber confines his curiosity to the per- 


formance of the craft which are expected to 
meet the American champion. 

When Mr. Gould Orst intimated his inten- 
tion of sending the Vigilant acrossa good 
deal of doubt was expressed by English 
yachtsmen as to the practicability of ventur- 
ing her on the ocean passage. Prejudice had 
something to do with this feeling. They had 
consoled themselves over here for the defeat 
of the Valkyrie by saying that if the Vigilant 
had to be constructed to brave the Atlantic 
the result of last year’s championship 
races would have been different. Hence 
the incredulity with which the an- 
nouncement of Mm « Gould’s intention 
was received. But ough some lingering 
doubt even still remains as to the seaworthi- 
ness of Vigilant, every preparation is being 
made here that the most experienced fore- 
sight can suggestto enable the crack En- 
glish yachts to render the best possible ac- 
count of themselves when they meet the 
holder of the America Cup. 

British yachtsmen have nothing but praise 
for the very bandsome and thoroughly 
sportsmaniike spirit inwhich Mr. Gould is 
acting in regard to these, proposed contests. 
He and his brother have decided to accept 
frankly the rules of the Yacht Racing Asso- 
clation, and haveexpressed their readiness; 
to race on any course suitable for boats 
of Vigtlant’s size. Her crew is to de 
entirely American, and though it is 
pretty well admitted that the English 
sailmakers are the most accomplished at the 
Dusiness, Mr. Gould does not intendto avail 
himself of the presence of Vigilant in British 
waterstotry her with a suit of Enzlish- 
made sails. Further, she is to be brought to 
the starting line as nearly as possible ia ey- 
ery respect the same as she was when she 
beat Valkyrie last season; her sail area 1s 
neither to be increased nor diminis hed,

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LONG TIME AND LOsT

He Was Wealthy, Hed Been an Active 
Business Man andes Legisiator of Ne- 
tional Prominence, Representing the 
Fittsbarg District in Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., June 16.—Ex-O0on- 
gressman Thomas M. Bayne of Pennsyl- 
vanla, committed saicide this morning at his 
residence by shooting himself through the 
head with a revolver. His death was 
almost instantaneous, the ball lodging in the 
right side ofthe brain. Theonly cause that 
can be assigned for the act act is temporary 
mental aberration, growing out of despond - 
ency brought on by ill health. 

Mr. Bayne possessed a handsome fortune 
and was happily married, and bis friends 
can find no other reason why he should have 
taken his life than that he had been brooding 
for some time over the warning of his phy- 
sician that he was in an advanced stage of 
consumption. Mr. Bayne represented the 
Pittsburg District in Congress for several 
terms and his popularity and usefalness 
would bave enabled him to retain his seat in 
the House indefinitely. 

Owing to poor health he resigned, and mak- 
ing this his permanent home, he started on 
an extended foreign tour inthe hope of re- 
gaining his health. He returned to Was- 
ington last July froma leisurely trip around 
the world much benefited by his outing, and 
for several months continued to improve. 
During the past winter, however, he became 
convinced that he was suffering from con- 
sumption, and also from organic disease of 
the heart. 

Mr. Bayne was a very active and success- 
ful business man and chafed under the re- 
strictions suggested by his physicians and 
caused his friends much anxiety by his de- 
pressed mental condition. His strength 
failed steadily, but he experienced the ups 
and downs characterizing his ailment until 


esterday, when his system seemed to col- 
apse and he took to his bed under the care 
ofa trained nurse.

INDIAN APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Bill Passes the House About as Re- 
portec—Other Proosedings. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 16,—The Indian 
appropriation bill was passed by the House 
to-day, substantially as it was reported 
from the committee. A determined effort 
was made to kill the bill by a motion 
to recommit, with instructions to strike out 
the provisions for contract schools, and to 


provide forthe erection of Government In- 
dian schools, but it was unsuccessful, 

The early part of the day was marked by a 
sharp discussion between the “peaker and 
Mr. Reed and Mr. Richardson on the 
question of approving the journal, hing- 
ing on Mr. Reed’s desire to have the 
proceedings following Mr. Richardson’s per- 
sonal explanation of yesterday in the jour- 
nal. The journal was approved as reported 
tothe House. 

The House got into a riiamentary 
wrangle overthe approval of the Record, 
the frst thing, on thé question hing- 
ing on whether or not Mr. Richardson had 
obtained unanimous consent yesterday for 
his explanation and whether or not he had 
risen toa 13 of personal privilege. The 
matter ended by the House deciding to allow 
the journal to stand unchanged.

BERLIN, June 16.—The crisis in the affairs 
of Europe caused by the death ofthe Sultan 
Muley-Hassan and the strong feeling 
aroused in certain quarters in re- 
gard to the succession to the Sul- 
tanate of his son Abdul Aziz, 
has served to focus the feeling of antagon- 
ism towards England, which has been 
especially noticeable and which has grown 
in strength ever since the announce- 
ment of the conclusion of the 
Anigio-Congo treaty. An evidence of 
this feeling against England it is belleveu 
ig the determination of the German Govern- 
ment not to take part in any naval demon- 
stration which the other powers 
may contemplate making up- 
on the coast or Morrocco. of 
course should German interests be menaced 
by any outcome of the disputes which have 
arisen since the death of the Sultan the Em- 
pire may de compelled to send a fleet to 
Morocco. But according to present 
indications there will be no necessity for 
such a step, as the German diplomats are 
confident that the rival interests of the 
Western powers will ensure their nutrality. 

In this connection the Cologne Gazette sem!- 
officially remarks: Although Germany does 
not Banker after territorial aggrandize- 
ment, she has important com · 
mercial interests and the security 
of numerous German subjects to defend. 
Then, referring to the eventuality of the 
transfer of Morocco toa Eurepean power, 
the Gazette adds significantly: After 
our recent experiences with Englisyg 
and Spanish diplomacy in connec- 
tirn with the Congo agree- 
ment and commercial treaty, neither of 
these countries can expect the same friendly 
co-operation and good-will as might con- 
fidently have been hoped for otherwise. It 
is time that Germany should show that she 
is determined not to be treated asa quantite 
negligeable in African questions. 

As though to show that political affairs do 
not affect the personal relations of the two 
courts Emperor William auring the week 
has deen keting the delegation from 
the First (Royal) Dragoons, the British 
Regiment, to which Queen Victoria, during 
her stay at Coburg, appointed him honorary 
Colonel. The British Dragoons 
treated in a 
able manner and 
lighted with the Emperor's hospitality and 
with the gifts and decorations which his 
majesty bestowed on them. The Emperor 
appeared proud to wear the English officer’s 
mess jacket and the dragoon forage cap, 
which are disliked by the military men here.

R. F. Neebes, the American horse owner, 
who was accused of fraudulent practices on 
the turfin connection with trotting horses, 
is stil in prison. The testimony 


of Dr. Hall who came from the United 
States on purpose totry and be of service to 
the prisoner has failed to induced the 
authorities to accept bail. Neebes is con- 
fined in a decent room and is allowed to buy 
hisown meals.

Schwab thought very littie 
about the matter for a long 
time afterwards and would probably have 
allowed it to escape his tpg | entirely had 
it not been for the fact that a Drother officer 
in the Hamburg- American service happened 
to mention to him that Thies had made pro- 
posals to him to circulate forged United 
States bills in America, This proposition 
was indienantiy rejected. Schwab there- 
upon decided to investigate the matter thor. 
oughly and the arrest of the culprits fol- 
lowed.

There are so many well-bred dogs in this 
city that acreditable bench show could be 
given without an entry from elsewhere. st. 
Louis nas lost to some extent the natural 
prestige it enjoyed among fanciers in the 
days ofthe old st. Louis Kennel Club, but 
there has deen no decrease in indi- 
vidual interest and pride in the 
ownership of the Dest specimens 
of the finest breeds of dogs. The importation 
of such royally bred sires as Faust, Robert

large, made this city the chief center of the 
United States forhunting dogs. The best of 
the offspring of Faust and his fellows are 
owned and prised in st. Louis. Fanciers ana 
experts who visit &t. Louis do not regard St. 
Louis’ claims to a high position in their 
regard so much for its hunting dogs 


as upon the unusually large number of pedi- 

St. Bernards, great Danes, Newfound- 
lands, fox terriers, mastiffgsand other valua- 
bie breeds of dogs which arefound inthe 
residence portion of thecity. It is a matter 
i tad gam and regret that with such indi- 
via interest shown in dogs, St. Louis is 
unable to have an annual bench show. Mr. 
D. H. Parrish, a well-known fancier, in com- 
mates upon this apathy, said that it was 
unusual for any 8t. ulis dog to be exhibited 
at shows in other cities without receiving 
recognition from the judges. 

Several of the most highly prized dogs ever 
owned dy St. Louisans have died within the 
last year or two. Among the most promi- 
nent were Lorenzo Anderson’s mastif Lion, 

A. Koerner’s st. Bernard Dick, John 
H. Holmes’ Newfoundland Nero, Robert 
J. Lucas’ Dine skye terrier Walts, 
Marshall McDonald's Italian greyhound, 
„Tina, a fr of splendid great Danes 
owned by Nathaniel Kaime and others of un- 
merit, some. having been rize- 
winners at St. Louis and other bench shows. 
The death of some of these dogs, mentioned 
above, was due to poison, administered by 
some miscreant to avenge a fancied wrong at 
the hands of the owner. Notwithstanding 
these losses, there are hundreds of equally 
as dogs left in St. Louis. 
arshall McDonald, the attorney, is a 
great fancier of dogs and owns no less than 
sixteen of the best-bred canines which 
money can buy. Billie Pinkerton, a white 
tan-spotted fox hound, presented to Mr. Me- 
a by the famous detctive whose name 
he bears, is a great favorite with his owner. 
Billy Pinkerton is regularly marked and is 
said to bear a striking likeness to his cele- 
brdted sire, Prince Result. Topsy, his 
mate, has black spots. She has 
recentiy given birth to four puppies. 
Mize Kenefick, Clerk of the Criminal Court; 
J. K. Piicher of the Simmons Hardware Co. 
and Richard McDonald of the Circult Attor- 
ney’s Office, each hasa descendant of Billie 
Pinkerton and Topsy. 

Mr. McDonald’s sable collie Rob is consid- 
ered one of the prettiest dogs in st. Louis. 
He has dark brown trimmings, with 
a ligat ruff’ around his neck, His 
breeding is exceptionally fine. Sport, 
the attorney's Italian greyhound, is 
both petite and pretty. e weighs 
only seven and one-half pounds. Heisofa

a pink. This unusually dainty dog was im- 
ported from London. Attorney E. T. Allen 
owns one of Sport’s offspring—a perfect 
beauty, a counterpart of its mother.

either her sire or dam. 

Tina, the mother, died in March, a few 
days after giving birth to two puppies, which 
did not survive her.

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DESCRIPTION OF THE YARIOUS’ MET 


Written for the Sw D Post-DisraTcH. — 
Speculation is nowadays see ya 
unlimited eld in whieh to sp itself 
the utmost extent. It has become, ~ 
sponse to the human tendency in its direc- 
tion, a legitimate and mode 
of gaining a living or on the other hand of 
wrecking a career which might otherwise 


have been successful. Both the business 
speculation and turf gambling have their 
origin in the legitimate transaction wherein 


actaal sales and purchases were made in 
grain, stock or produce end money was 
gained or lost because the owner 
of the dest and fastest horse won 
a race on equal terms from all competitors, 

As the American gambling instinct developed, 
fictitious deals were made in grain and races 

run, not to develop a higher and faster breed 
of horses, but for the sole and single purpose 
of gambling and betting money on the re- 


It. 
- „r ’CHAEGE.’’ 


To speculate on Change in grain, all that 
is necessary is to have sufficient money to 
put up for margins. Any broker will tell the 
would-be speculator on wifich side to play 


the market, whether to buy or sell. The 
amount of money for margins 
varies with how much the ‘*would-be’’ can 
put up, or how badly the broker wants busi- 
ness. seldom, however, is less than §% ac- 
cepted as margins, this Sovering half a cent 
on the least amount that can be traded in on 
„Change. Usually 1 cent a bushel is re- 
quired for the first margins ana from that up 
to s centsa bushel. he least amount of 
grainthat can be traded in under the rules 
of the Merchants’ Exchange is 5,000 bushels. 
The commission or brokerage charged the 
customer for whom the trade is made is an 
eighth ofa cent a bushel or $6.280n each 
5,000 bushel lot, according to the rules of the 
Exchange, Dut detween members only a 
sixteenth or $8.12 is charged and there 
are some brokers who will take a 
trade for $2.50@5. The party wishing to deal 
in future grain on "Change has only to go to 
any vit broker, tell him to buy or sell—as he 
may bea bullor bearin grain—6,000 bushels 
or from that up to amy amount he cana mar- 
gin, put up the necessary money for these 
margins and then to luck. Bis 
broker will not! at what 
price be bought or sold the wheat, corn or 
oats and afterwards will keep him posted, if 
so requested, on how the market is going. 
The buyer or seller can put a stop loss’’ 
limit on nis trade whereby he can only lose 
so much, though in excited markets, 
where changes in price over night 
are Violent, the customer may have to iose 
more money than he had contemplated. 
When the market has gone against the trade 
enough to eat up the frst margin, the cus- 
tomer can ws up more money to protect Pig 
trade. If he does not the broker closes 
him out. Where the trade goes in favor 
of the customer, he can close out 
whenever he is satisfied with the gain and 
draw down the profit, less the commission, 
and all margins he had up,or he can increase 
his line of trades on the profits he has in 
sight. This is called playing on velvet. 


PUTS AND OALLS. 

**Puts’’ and calls, known by the gen- 
eral name of ‘‘privileges,’’ are not recog- 
nized as legitimate by the commercial ex- 
changes andare supposed not to be traded 
in on ‘Change, but they are, and cut 
an important fOgure in the market 
at times. These ‘‘privileges’’ are openly 
dealt in on the „Curb“ after 
Change hours. A put“ is a privilege to 
sell, say wheat for instance, at a certain 
price during a certatn period. A ‘‘call’’ isa 
— . —— to buy on the same eonditions. 

‘ne price paid for these privileges is usually 
$1 for each 1,000 bu, or for 5,000 bu. They 
are generally sold tobe good the following 
business day, but long-time privileges are 
also dealt in, sometimes being good for 
months ahead. These usually cost more 
money, and the price is much farther away 
from the market than the regular 
——1 privilege. These latter during length - 
one periods of dullness frequently get 
within %ec of the market. That is, say wheat 
is worth 550 ‘‘calis’’ good next day during 
*Change hours are sold at 65%c and *‘puts’’ 
at 54e. Usually there is a spread of a full 
cent between puts“ and calls“ and dur- 
ing excited markets these privileges fre- 
quentiy are ze to e away from the market 
price, 

THE BUCKET-sHOP. 

In a bucket-shop““ the quotations on Chi- 
cago grain and provisions and New York 
stocks are posted on a blackboard as soon as 
received by the ticker. Anyone wishing 


to trade at a certain quotation only has to 
step up to the counter and tell the party in 
charge that he wishes to buy or 
sell so many shares ofa certain stock, or 
so Many thousand bushels of grain. An order 
ig made out to that effect, which goes to the 
**sheet keeper,’’ who Keeps a“ record of all 
trades. He Alls out a contract stating that 
A. B. has sold or bought so many shares of 
stock or bushels of grain at a certain price. 
Ifa purchase, the commission of Wc is added 
to the price, and if a sale this ts deducted. 
For instance, the order is to buy 1,000 
bu July wheatin Chicago at 58c. The con- 
tract as made out makes the price the wheat 
is bought at sse. If it wastosell the price 
would have been 58%c. The same com 
sions go in stocks as in grain. The trader 
puts up margins of $1 per share on 
stocks and 1 cent per on grain, at 
the time he orders the trade made, or deore 
he receives the contract. He can ciose his 
trade any time he wishesat the last quota- 
tion that comes over the ticker, for the 
particular article he has the trade in. 


MINING EXCHANGE TRADES.

She had grown 
into womanliood when a young man arrived 
at Paramaribo from Germany. He had 
nothing to recommend him but good looks. 
They fell in love witk each other and eloped 
to the United States in 1876. 

Herman Neuman, abrother of the elop- 
ing girl, died in ramaribo, leaving his 
large sugar plantation to My Deloved 818 
ter, So ©, who is supposed to be now a 
resident of the United States. On his death- 
bed he exacted a promise from his father to 
find hie sister, if posstbie, place the property 
in her hands, “and assure her that she had 
the complete forgiveness of her father and 
her brother for her rash act. 

At present the cash and other property 
awaiting Sophie or her hairs is believed to 
a mount to not less than $400,000. It has been 
discovered that the couple came to New York 
from Paramaribo. Nohi died in New Jersey 
in 18886.

The frst proposition of these petitions ia 
boots is to violatea solemn obligation on 
the part of the Government of the United 
States, which issued bonds, upon which it 
promised by its sacred honor, to pay inter- 
est. This pledge, given in a time of dire na- 
tional calamity and distress, furnished the 
sinews of war which preserved the Govern- 
ment and the Union. And yet this misnamed 
Army or Oommonweal of Christ proposes 
primarily to violate the nation’s faith and 
to cease paying the interest which it agreed 
to pay. Aclitizenship which makes its first 
attempt at formulating laws for the land by 
a proposed violation of the pubiic faith, 
which would condemn us as a nation of 
liars and cheats, can do nothing to promote 
morality and the ‘general welfare.
